For tho every State is ſubject to Variation, and, in 
the Courſe of Events, may take a Turn unfayour- 
able to the Well-doer ; tho a bad Form, falſe 
Maxims, and a wrong. Adminiſtration of Go- 
vernment may prevail; yet ſo exceſſive a Repug- 
nancy to the true Principles of Civil Society, rarely 
happens, and never long continues. Diſordered 
States muſt be recovered by an Applic ication of ſound 
Politicks, as diſtempered Bodies are by proper Re- 
medics; otherwiſe they will inevitably haſten to 
their End. When Government therefore happens 
to be exceedingly or totally irtegular, Well-doers 
may, for a while, not only be untewarded, but c- 
ven oppreſſed : But if it be conducted in any tolc- 
rable Degree, upon wiſe and juſt Maxims, they will 
be ſure of finding their Account i in doing that which 
is good; tlie Higher Powers will, of .courſe be for 
them, and they will "err Pralle? of t ind * ſame. - 2
